FRED COVELLI was contacted at his place of business, Maxey's 
Restaurant, 7544 Sheridan Road, Kenosha. COVELLI stated that 
he was no longer connected with the hoodium element and knew 
nothing of the BIERNAT murder.  COVELLI at first advised that 
he knew nothing of his brother WILLIAM COVELLI concerning his 
current activities or whereabouts. However, COVELLI later in 
the interview advised he had received a postcard from his 
brother from Hot Springs, Arkansas containing the message 

"Be home soon". Subject COVELLI upon viewing photographs of 
FRANK STELLOH, JOE GURERA and STEVE DE SALVO stated he did not 
recognize any of them. 


COVELLI further advised that the BIERNAT case was a dead issue, 
saying that the FBI will never solve it because it was a gang 
job and you don't solve those kind. Subject further stated 
that he has grown up among hoodlums, that his father, his 
uncle, and his cousin were all slain gangland style and none 
of the murders were ever solved. Subject said that "you're 
not going to get anywhere acting like gentlemen and being 
polite to these guys."
